STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


The Alabama School Code designates the State Department 
of Education as the agency through which the State Board of 
Education performs its official duties. The executive officer of 
this Board under the law is the State Superintendent of Education. 
The Department of Education is organized in ten divisions, the 
powers and duties of each of which are determined by law and by 
the regulations of the State Board of Education. Reports of 
these several divisions for the scholastic year 1923-24 are pre¬ 
sented in the following pages. 

DIVISION OF TEACHER TRAINING, CERTIFICATION AND PLACEMENT 

It is made the responsibility of this division to plan and su¬ 
pervise the activities for the academic and professional prepara¬ 
tion of teachers through the period of preparation for entry upon 
the work and the period of further preparation while in service. 
The authorized activities of this division may be grouped as 
follows: 

I. Preparation. 

1. Normal Schools. 

2. Colleges. 

II. Training in Service. 

1. Institutes. 

2. Professional Reading Courses. 

3. Extension Courses. 

4. Summer Schools. 

III. Certification. 

1. Examination. 

2. Credentials. 

IV. Supervision. 

V. Rural Libraries. 

I. Preparation of Teachers. 

1. Professional preparation of teachers for the white schools 
is carried on under the authority of the State Board of Education 
through five normal schools located at Florence, Jacksonville, 
Troy, Livingston, and Daphne, and one normal school for the 
training of colored teachers at Montgomery. Entrance into the 
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regular normal courses requires graduation from an accredited 
high school or equivalent education. These schools are author¬ 
ized to maintain in addition two-year pre-normal courses for the 
accommodation of persons of mature years who have had pre¬ 
vious teaching experience but who wish to advance their qualifi¬ 
cations through further study. Graduation from a normal school 
authorizes the issuance by the State Department of Education of 
a professional certificate valid conditionally for a term of years. 
The completion of one or more terms of work in the pre-normal 
or regular normal courses authorizes the issuance of a certificate 
of lower class for a period in each case of only one year. 

2. The following institutions of college rank offer approved 
courses for professional training of teachers for the accredited 
secondary schools of the State, in addition Alabama College gives 
both the two-year course for the training of elementary teachers: 
Alabama College, Alabama Polytechnic Institute, Athens College, 
Birmingham-Southern College, Howard College, Judson College, 
University of Alabama, Woman’s College of Alabama and Tal¬ 
ladega College for Negroes. A number of institutions for the col¬ 
ored race have been approved for the training of elementary 
teachers to whose graduates in certain courses teachers’ certifi¬ 
cates for one or more years are issued. 

II. Training in Service. 

1. Institutes. An annual institute for each county or city 
is held according to the requirements of the law about the time 
for the schools to open their sessions in the fall. For the reason 
that in some counties and cities the number of colored teachers is 
not sufficient combined institutes for these teachers have been 
held in some cases. 

A representative of the State Department of Education has 
attended each session of county and city institutes and has ren¬ 
dered assistance along the lines contemplated in the law. General 
and specific suggestions for improvement in administration and 
instruction have been made and followed up in those counties 
employing supervisors. In addition to this line of activity the 
representative of the State Department of Education has assisted 
in the organization of reading circle groups and extension courses. 
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2. Reading Circle Courses. Records submitted from read¬ 
ing circle groups show that the texts chosen have been read by 
a very high percentage of the teachers employed for the year 
recently closed. Selection of the texts read each year is made 
by the State Department of Education on the advise and approval 
of representatives of normal schools and colleges to whom they 
have been submitted. The books selected and read within the 
year 1923-24 are listed below: Parker’s Types of Elementary 
Teaching and Learning; Norton’s The Constitution of the United 
States, Its Sources and Its Application; Sheridan’s Speaking and 
Writing English; Hughes’ Problems of American Democracy; 
Stark’s Every Teacher’s Problems. 

Statistical Summary—Forty counties and nine cities reported 
active reading circle organizations; 3,014 teachers were reported 
as members of reading circle groups; 872 teachers stood the read¬ 
ing circle examination; 784 teachers were issued reading circle 
certificates. 

3. Extension Classes. Perhaps one of the most active means 
of training in service is that offered through extension classes of 
the several normal schools and colleges undertaking this work. 
While the number of teachers engaging in the reading circle work 
was noticeably reduced the number enlisted in extension classes 
showed even a greater increase. This fact is an indication that 
teachers in larger proportions are taking those courses for pro¬ 
fessional improvement which will lead ultimately to graduation 
from teacher training institutions. The following table of figures 
furnishes an interesting study:

A study of the above table in connection with reading circle 
figures reveals the following interesting facts in regard to the 
training of teachers in service: Sixty-six counties of the State 
had either reading circle organizations or extension courses; 35 
counties and 7 cities had both reading circle and extension work; 
28 counties offered two or more extension courses to the teachers; 
8,850 teachers were reported to be enrolled in reading circle or 
extension courses; 5,373 reading circle certificates were issued. 

4. Summer Schools. Summer schools for twelve weeks 
each were held at the five normal schools for white teachers, the 
one normal school for colored teachers, five colleges for white 
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teachers and five other institutions for colored teachers below the 
rank of normal schools and colleges. When it is recalled that 
many teachers of both races attended summer schools at approved 
institutions in other states we can have some appreciation of the 
magnitude of the training in service through this agency. The 
enrollment for the institutions of Alabama was as follows:

III. Certification of Teachers. 

1. Under the law certain grades of certificates are issued on 
the passing of satisfactory examinations in elementary and high 
school branches of study by applicants. It is a source of increased 
encouragement to note that with the passing of each year the 
number of persons applying for certificates through examination 
decreases, while the number seeking professional certificates on 
academic and professional training shows a large increase. 
Whereas one teacher may be interested to qualify for a certificate 
by examination there are as many as ten who seek issuance or 
continuance of certificates on professional study. The following 
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table shows the number of certificates of the various grades issued 
by examination:

2. Since the organization of the State Board of Education 
following the enactment of the School Code in the year 1919 and 
the formulation of the plan for the professional certification of 
teachers there has been a noticeable increase in the number of 
persons qualifying to teach through professional study with the 
consequent improvement in the quality of teaching that has been 
done. Perhaps in no other line of noticeable educational progress 
has as great advance been made as in this. The following statisti¬ 
cal table will indicate the very splendid progress which has been 
made:

IV. Supervision. 

It is the policy of the State Department of Education to as¬ 
sist in the promotion of a unified program of teacher training. 
To this end the division having charge of the supervision of ele¬ 
mentary schools is made an integral part of the division of train¬ 
ing teachers in service. Following is a brief summary of the pro¬ 
gram of work for the past year. 

Work of the state supervisors in elementary education : 

1. A three-day state conference for county supervisors in 
Montgomery the first week in September. 

2. A regional conference for county supervisors at each 
of the four State normal schools in January. 

3. At least one visit to each county supervisor by a state 
representative for the purpose of observing and helping 
with field work. 

4. Assistance in conducting county institutes. 

5. Preparation of a monthly bulletin containing general sug¬ 
gestions for supervision and helps in teaching. 

6. Revision of the elementary course of study.

One half of the supervisors had 61 or more buildings to visit. 
Of this half (16 counties) eleven also appear with that half of 
the counties having the greatest number of teachers per super¬ 
visor and the shortest school term. Of the eleven counties men¬ 
tioned above seven appear also with that half of the counties hav¬ 
ing the most poorly trained teachers. In other words seven of the 
32 counties under supervision rank among the sixteen lowest 
counties in each of the items “buildings per supervisor,” “teachers 
per supervisor,” “length of term,” and “certification of teachers.”

DIVISION OF STATISTICS 

As this division was without a director during the year 1922- 
1923, much work of a routine nature accumulated and had to be 
handled during the year 1923-1924, thus making it impossible for 
any special investigations to be undertaken. The bulk of this 
work consisted in collecting annual reports from some 220 public 
school units or systems and from some 140 private schools, and 
in checking and tabulating these reports for publication in the an¬ 
nual reports of this Department for 1922-1923 and for 1923-1924. 
New forms providing for the separate enumeration of boys and 
girls in the school census of 1924 were prepared, and the results 
of that census collected, checked, and tabulated. Revisions look- 
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ing toward ease of reporting, simplification, and uniformity of 
terminology have been made in the blank forms used in gathering 
statistics from the individual school units of the state. 

Another phase of work has been started in order to 
make the data for Alabama’s school system comparable to the 
data from other states, and to make the individual units within the 
state comparable with each other. The State has suffered in the 
past by being unjustly compared on noncomparable bases. For 
example, “school terms” have been compared which in one case 
were a number of even school months and in the other case the 
number of days schools were actually open for instruction; com¬ 
parison has been made between teachers’ salaries computed from 
the number of teaching positions and those computed from the 
number of persons employed as teachers, including at times prin¬ 
cipals and supervisors and not including them at other times; 
“city” schools meaning those in places of 2,000 or more inhab¬ 
itants have been compared with “city” schools meaning those in 
villages of less than 1,000 inhabitants. 

The activities of the statistical division during the past year 
toward the correcting of this practice have been along two lines, 
namely: 

1. Working back through all available data toward the es¬ 
tablishment of certain basic years and comparable statis¬ 
tical facts, in terms of which Alabama’s educational sta¬ 
tistics may hereafter be given out, used, and interpreted. 

2. Adjusting by means of corrections and explanations these 
errors and inconsistencies which appear in existing statis¬ 
tics for past years, and in making provision for the col¬ 
lection and computation of correct and comparable sta¬ 
tistics for the future. 

DIVISION OF RURAL SCHOOLS 

This division is charged with the following types of service: 

1. A study of the needs, cost and means of improving rural 
and small town schools. 

2. Assisting in county and district tax campaigns. 

3. Encouraging the consolidation of schools. 

4. Drafting plans, writing specifications and inspecting the 
erection and repairing of buildings. 
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The work of the division is, under the law, confined to the 
rural and small town schools under the control of county boards 
of education. A careful study of the needs of these schools is 
made and suggestions for their improvement offered to county 
officials from time to time. 

The district tax, which is also a local tax, is becoming more 
and more in favor each year with the people in the rural districts. 
Many counties have voted this tax for the entire county for sev¬ 
eral years in advance. Members of this division are often called 
on to assist in campaigns for both county and district taxes. No 
more valuable service can be rendered by the State representa¬ 
tives. 

Consolidation is perhaps the greatest problem that confronts 
county boards of education and the people of the rural districts. 
Many counties now have a number of consolidated schools, as is 
shown by the statistics given further on in this report. Every ef¬ 
fort is being put forth by this division to assist county boards and 
local communities in their efforts to consolidate the small one and 
two teacher schools into larger units. 

It is a mistake for a county board of education to undertake 
to build or maintain a good school system without comfortable 
buildings in which to house and properly teach the children. To 
this end most of the time of this division is devoted to drafting 
plans, preparing specifications and supervising the erection and 
repairing of buildings. 

In the first set of figures given below is a summary of the 
number of new buildings constructed, the amount of state-aid 
granted in the construction of same and an estimated cost of the 
completed buildings, as follows: 
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material used m the construction of same and the amount* of 
stale-aid; for the different size buildings are shown as follows: 
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It i> gratifying to note, as show* by the table above, that a 
larger and more substantial type building than ever before is-being 
constructed. Thirteen of these buildings are either stone, brick or 
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tile, twenty-six carry auditoriums while twenty-seven have library 
rooms and twenty-eight carry offices. The table shows one 
hundred and twenty-four new buildings, with ninety-one manual 
training rooms and fifty-seven domestic science rooms. In addi¬ 
tion to the $3,650.00 state-aid on eight class rooms, additional aid 
may be had on an auditorium to the amount of $750.00 and a 
manual training room $400.00, making the total maximum on one 
building $4,800.00.

INSPECTION 

Perhaps the most important work in this division is the in¬ 
spection of the buildings under course of erection and when com¬ 
pleted. From one to five inspections are made of each new build¬ 
ing. The plans and specifications must be carefully carried out, 
as shown by the inspector’s report, before the State Superinten¬ 
dent will release the State appropriation. Below is a brief report 
on the number of inspections made and the number of miles 
traveled in making them:

The-amount of state-aid applied for and received by each 
county from October 1, 1923, to September 30, 1924, is shown in 
the first three columns in the table below. The fourth column 
represents the total amount received from the state in the erection, 
repair and equipment of buildings for the same period. The fifth 
column represents the amounts forfeited to other counties at the 
redistribution period on the 31st of August for failing to use 
same. The law requires that all counties that fail to use their 
appropriation for the erection, repair and equipment of buildings 
on or before August 31 of each year shall forfeit the unused bal¬ 
ance to counties that have consumed their appropriation and have 
other applications on file with the State Department of Educa¬ 
tion. The last column represents the amounts received per county 
from the redistribution of funds: 
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DIVISION OF SECONDARY EDUCATION 

The accreditment of high schools is made one of the duties 
of this division. The demand that there should be an accredited 
high school within reach of every child in Alabama is a just and 
reasonable one. However, it is vital that with the extension of 
high school education the work done in the schools shall be of 
satisfactory quality. 

In 1921-22 of the 184 accredited high schools there were 
only 40 rural schools. For the year 1922-23 the total had in¬ 
creased to 210 accredited schools of which 61 were rural high 
schools. During the year 1923-24, the year covered by this re¬ 
port, the number of accredited rural high schools had increased 
to 82 in a total of 234 accredited schools. In this latter year the 
enrollment of pupils and percentage in accredited high schools 
of the various classes are indicated in the following table:

A visit must be made to each county high school during each 
session. A visit is made to a considerable number of other high 
schools in connection with accreditment of the schools. One 
whole day is given to each visit. With 62 county high schools and 
a total of 234 accredited high schools and with a number of 
schools seeking accreditment each year for the first time, little or 
no time of the supervisor and his one assistant can be given to 
field work in connection with unaccredited high schools and with 
junior high schools other than those which are part of accredited 
high schools. Yet according to the figures given in this report 
there are some 20,283 pupils of the high school grades 8-11 en¬ 
rolled in unaccredited high schools, or about 35.1% of the total 
high school enrollment. However, during the year 1923-24 the 
percentage of the total high enrollment for unaccredited schools 
decreased from 37.25% to 35.1%. This is true because during 
the year the enrollment in unaccredited high schools decreased 
54, while the enrollment in accredited schools increased 3,250, or 
about 9.5%. The direct supervision of unaccredited schools for 
the present is left almost entirely to the principals and superin¬ 
tendents. In connection with visits to county high schools and 
accredited high schools at other meetings, as well as through cor¬ 
respondence and bulletins, the secondary division has established 
contacts with these unaccredited schools. 

The administration of high schools presents a serious prob¬ 
lem because of the lack of adequate funds to care for high school 
education There is grave danger that elementary education 
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may be neglected because of the demand for high school educa¬ 
tion without increase in education funds. There is also danger 
that the quality of high school work will be lowered under such 
conditions. The situation is being alleviated in many communities 
by providing local funds from taxes and private subscriptions. 

DIVISION OF PHYSICAL AND HEALTH EDUCATION 

Alabama is one of 35 states that have special laws requiring 
the teaching of physical and health education. The purpose of the 
Division of Physical Education as stated in Section 70 of the 
School Code of Alabama 1924 shall be to: 

1. Outline a course of physical training for the various 
schools of the State. 

2. Collect and disseminate useful data on the health of school 
children. 

3. Devise ways and means of co-ordinating the work of 
health education of the Department of Education, and 
of the county and city boards of education, with the work 
of the State Board of Health and with the health au¬ 
thorities in counties and cities. 

The staff engaged in planning and carrying out this pro¬ 
gram are the Director of the Division of Physical Education of 
the State Department of Education, since June 1, 1924, and the 
services of a member of the Bureau of Child Hygiene of the 
State Department of Health, since September 1, 1924. The sal¬ 
ary and expense of this member of the Bureau of Child Hygiene 
is paid by the State Board of Health. 

Some of the means used for promoting the program are as 
follows: 

1. Preparation of “Manual of Health Supervision” in com¬ 
pliance with Section 50 of School Code of Alabama, 1924. 

2. Preparation of “Handbook of Alabama High. School Ath¬ 
letic Association.” 

3. Preparation of the section on health and physical educa¬ 
tion of the Elementary Course of study. 

4. Issuing to superintendents, principals of high schools, and 
directors of physical education mimeographed newsletters 
telling of good features in different schools of the state 
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and listing new sources of material and information. 

5. Issuing for use of the classroom teachers, each month 
for the first four months, a four-page leaflet of “plans,” 
which is a definite outline by days of material and meth¬ 
ods in teaching physical and health education. 

6. Visits were made to the following conferences: 

a. Summer schools during summer session, 1924. 

b. County superintendents’ conferences. 

c. County supervisors’ conferences. 

d. High school principals’ conference. 

At these conferences talks were made in which the follow¬ 
ing points were emphasized: 

a. That 75% of school children are physically defective. 

b. That one-third of the men examined for the army 
during the Wo'rld War were rejected on account of 
physical defects. 

c. That results of the examinations at civilian military 
training camps show that Camp McClellan has a higher 
per cent of rejections than any other camp. 

d. That the recreational life of country children is defi¬ 
cient in wholesome content. 

e. That the objectives of education include health and 
the worthy use of leisure time. 

f. That the instinctive tendency of children to play of¬ 
fers one of the best and most vital opportunities for 
teaching social and moral ways of behaving. 

g. That a definite program of physical and health 
education must be presented to the teachers if worth* 
while results are to be obtained. 

h. That such a program for the classroom teachers 
should consist of: 

(1) Co-operation with the county health authorities 
in getting for every child a medical examination 
and the correction of remedial defects found. 

(2) A morning inspection by the classroom teacher 
for signs of communicable diseases and to check 
up on the observance of health habits. 

(3) Teaching health from the adopted textbooks and 
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by correlation with other subjects. 

(4) Relaxation periods of two minutes' duration 
about three times each day. 

(5) Supervised physical activity period of thirty min¬ 
utes each day with emphasis on the educational 
values of play. 

7. A beginning has been made in the program of work for 
the year 1924-1925, in the following lines of service: 

a. Attendance at county institutes for the purpose of 
presenting the program to the teachers. 

b. Aid to the counties in organizing and conducting play 
festivals and field days. 

c. Co-operation with the Alabama High School Athletic 
Association for the improvement, regulation, and con¬ 
trol of inter-scholastic athle'tic competition in the high 
schools of the State. 

In order that the work in physical and health education may 
make reasonable growth the following represents the needs as 
seen by the director: 

1. That the State Board of Education establish regulations 
whereby on or after September 1, 1928, no applicant may 
receive, renew, or extend a certificate to teach in the 
schools of this State who does not present, first, satis¬ 
factory evidence of having covered creditably an ap¬ 
proved course in general physical and health education in 
a school for teachers, recognized by the State Board of 
Education. Such requirements could be met by extension 
work, reading circle course, State examination, summer 
school, or a course in the regular winter session of a nor¬ 
mal school or college. 

2. That a more liberal allowance in the budget be made to 
this division for printing, purchase of reprints of maga¬ 
zine articles, and stenographic help in order that we can 
more efficiently “collect and disseminate useful data on 
the health of school children.” 

DIVISION OF VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
The work of this division embraces: (1) the administration 
of the Federal and State Vocational Education Acts, the purpose 
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of which is to promote agricultural, hotne-making and industrial 
education; (§•:) the administration of the Federal and State Indus¬ 
trial Rehabilitation Acts which provide for the vocational {rain¬ 
ing of civilians who are physically.hand kftpped,and (3) the di- 
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Vocational courses of the Srnith-Hughes type in agriculture* 
trades* home-making and the training of teachers of each phase of 
work were inaugurated in Alabama ^amiary* 1918. /The •growths :

Special features which have characterized the work during 
the year are: Trades, (a) The further development of foreman 
training work. Two of the largest pipe manufacturing plants in 
the Birmingham District co-operated during the year in the or¬ 
ganization of courses for their employees, (b) Continued growth 
in evening school program throughout the State. Special atten¬ 
tion is called to an evening program organized in the Mobile City 
Schools under local supervision. Home economics, (a) Labora¬ 
tory work was conducted during the year under more home-like 
conditions through the use of the unit kitchen, (b) The home 
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project plan was organized in a limited way in a number of 
schools during the year. Agriculture, (a) Reports from various 
schools indicate a material increase in scope of supervised practice 
work, (b) A forward step has been taken in farm shop prac¬ 
tice, the work being based upon home problems of the pupils, 
b. Civilian Rehabilitation Under Smith-Bankhead Act. 

The rehabilitation service under the Smith-Bankhead Act 
passed by the Congress of 1920 and accepted by the Legislature 
of Alabama the same year went into operation on January 1 , 1921, 
with a State Supervisor as the only agent of the service. In De¬ 
cember, 1921, a field agent was added to assist in the advisement, 
placement and supervision of trainees. By July, 1922, the work 
in the Birmingham District had grown to the point where it re¬ 
quired the full time of an agent. A co-operative arrangement was 
entered into with the city school system by which the field agent 
for the Birmingham District has his office in school administration 
building and is considered a unit in the school system of the city. 
In January, 1924, a similar arrangement was made with the school 
board of Mobile County and a full time field agent was placed in 
charge of the Mobile District. 

Under provision of the Act any citizen of the State over 
sixteen years of age and of good moral character who by reason 
of physical disability is handicapped in the pursuit of remunera¬ 
tive employment is entitled to the service under regulations of 
the State Board of Education within the provisions of the two 
Acts.

Rehabilitation is humanitarian in character and economic in 
its effect upon the individual in relation to society. The disabled 
person in most instances is unable to secure employment in com¬ 
petition with physically whole men, unless especially trained. He 
therefore accepts employment where wages are inadequate to 
maintain a decent standard of living. His morale is undermined 
and he becomes an object* of private or public charity. The func¬ 
tion of the rehabilitation service is to turn such cases from liabil¬ 
ities to assets. The results obtained warrant the respect and co¬ 
operation of the citizenship of the State in carrying forward the 
program of civilian rehabilitation. 

The following facts show the economic value of civilian re¬ 
habilitation : 

Of the 113 cases rehabilitated in 1924, at time of contact with 
the rehabilitation service, 71 were earning nothing (17 of these 
had never been in employment), 42 were earning an average of 
$27.98 per month. Since rehabilitation the average wage of the 
113 cases is $73.53 per month. The rehabilitation service has, 
therefore, added to the earning capacity of the cases rehabilitated 
the sum of $61,765.80 per year. 

DIVISION OF EXCEPTIONAL EDUCATION 
REMOVING ILLITERACY 

Schools for illiterates and near illiterates have become firmly 
entrenched in the educational program of the State through nine 
years of actual service. The real worth of such schools is proved 
by the increasing demand for State aid in the support of this 
phase of education.

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REDUCTION OF ILLITERACY AMONG CHILDREN 

Illiteracy among children of school age decreases with the de¬ 
crease of illiteracy among adults. This fact is conclusively proved 
by a study of the 1924 school census. Thirty-three counties re¬ 
duced illiteracy among white children (ages 8 to 20) by per cents 
ranging from 84.6 to 60.0 during the ten-year period of 1914 to 
1924. Of the thirty-three counties making such reduction, twenty- 
four counties have conducted schools for adults. Sixteen of the 
thirty-three counties, or 48.4 per cent, are included in the thirty- 
three counties making the highest reduction of adult white illit¬ 
eracy. 

The thirty-three counties making the highest reduction of il¬ 
literacy among negro children, ages 8 to 20, from 1914 to 1924 
include within the list seventeen counties that have made during 
the nine years the highest reduction in illiteracy of those twenty- 
one years old and over. Chambers County has conducted real il¬ 
literacy campaigns among the adult negroes for five years with 
increasing success, and Chambers made in ten years a reduction of 
83.2 per cent in illiteracy within the ages 8-20. In 1914 Chambers 
ranked sixth from the bottom in illiteracy among negro children 
and twenty-third from the bottom in adult illiteracy. In 1924 
Chambers ranks first in reduction of illiteracy of negro children 
and first in actual number of adult negro illiterates taught.

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DIVISION OF SCHOOL AND COMMUNITY 
BETTERMENT 

The work of this division can be classified under two heads: 

I. Field Work. 

This, perhaps, constitutes the most worth-while service ren¬ 
dered. Many associations are visited each year and addresses 
given along the line of school and community betterment and child 
welfare. These visits also afford an opportunity for the discus¬ 
sion of the most effective ways of carrying on association work. 
During the year, in a number of counties, a week was given to 
visitation and organization work. This work was done at the re¬ 
quest of the county superintendent and was made possible through 
the help of the rural school supervisor. 

II. Office Work. 

While only a limited number of associations can be helped 
each year through visitation, it is possible to help all through cor¬ 
respondence. By means of a monthly letter the division empha¬ 
sizes matters of current thought and interest, also offers sugges¬ 
tions for association activities. A large part of the time spent 
in the office is given to the preparation of program material. 
This work was undertaken in response to numerous requests for 
help in making the association meetings more interesting. Any or¬ 
ganization working in behalf of school or community betterment 
is entitled to receive these programs. 

Since it is the purpose of this division to give the people of 
Alabama credit for their efforts in behalf of school improvement 
and community betterment, time is needed for the collecting and 
compiling of annual reports. The expenditures for school im¬ 
provement are so varied that’ only a partial list is given in the 
tables below: 
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Other association activities that deserve mention are the fol¬ 
lowing: School term extended; teachers’ salaries supplemented; 
janitors’ salaries provided; interest on school indebtedness and 
insurance on buildings paid. Community welfare work includes 
children’s health clinics; dental crusades; books and clothing for 
needy children; contributions to ice and coal fund, Community 
Chest, and Red Cross; community fairs; socials for young people; 
lyceum courses. 

While the tables above show splendid work accomplished by 
school welfare organizations, they do not give the people of the 
state full credit due them for their interest and effort in behalf 
of school improvement. The first reason for this is that many 
reports do not list association activities. The second reason, and 
one that should be a challenge to state pride, is the failure on the 
part of a large number of associations to send in annual reports. 

The table above is the recapitulation of a four-year period 
of work. 
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TEXTBOOKS 


Alabama, like all the other Southern States, has for more 
than 20 years had uniform textbook requirements for all public 
schools. 

In 1903, the first textbook law was passed which required 
the appointment of two committees; one to recommend the texts 
and the second to make the final adoptions. The law was 
changed before the end of the first five-year period of adoption 
so as to place the responsibility upon one committee with the au¬ 
thority to select and adopt books for use in the public schools of 
the State. The Governor and State Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion were ex-officio members of the committee and were as¬ 
sisted by a committee of well known educators appointed by the 
Governor. 

In the adoption of the new School Code by the Legislature 
of 1919, the general powers relating to education were placed 
under the control of the State Board of Education. One of the 
duties of this Board is to prescribe the textbooks to be used in 
the public schools of the State. 

In selecting the textbooks, the State Board of Education, 
upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation, appoints not more than seven well known educators en¬ 
gaged in public school work. This committee, under the law and 
regulations of the State Board, is charged with the authority of 
canvassing the offerings of the various publishers and selecting 
the textbooks which are to be used in the elementary schools 
throughout the State and in all high schools, except those located 
in cities and towns of 2,000 or more inhabitants according to the 
last Federal census. 

Alabama has been fortunate in having selected for use in 
the public schools, in most cases, fairly satisfactory textbooks. 
The high professional standing of the members who have served 
on the various textbook commissions have made it possible to 
assure the children in the State satisfactory textbooks. 

Publishers of textbooks are notified in accordance with the 
law and file sealed bids which are not opened until after the 
committee has examined, classified and rated the textbooks sub¬ 
mitted. The prices of the books are fixed by competitive bidding. 
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Both the law and the contracts provide that no book shall be 
sold in Alabama at a price above that charged for the same book 
in any other State, county or school district in the United States 
under contract executed within the 12 months next preceding 
the making of the contract in Alabama. 

The supplying of the textbooks immediately following the 
war was in many respects unsatisfactory. This was due, more 
than anything else, to the disturbance in prices incident to the 
war period. 

In 1918, at the meeting of the Textbook Commission, ap¬ 
pointed by Governor Henderson, publishers were requested to 
continue contracts at the same prices for which they had been 
furnished during the previous five-year period. In view of the 
terrific struggle in which the country was engaged at that time, it 
was suggested that it would be most unwise to make changes 
even though there were many of the books which had been in use 
for periods ranging from 5 to 10 years. 

The Textbook Commission appointed by the Governor was 
as follows: Supt. G. M. Barnett, LaFayette, Ala.; Miss Olive 
Dodge, Mobile, Ala.; Mr. M. D. Pace, Troy, Ala.; Supt. H. L. 
Upshaw, Eufaula, Ala.; President C. W. Daugette, Jacksonville, 
Ala.; Supt. Charles C. Johnson, Marion, Ala.; Supt. E. P. 
Murphy, Gadsden, Ala.; Principal J. M. Atkinson, Athens, Ala.; 
Miss Lula Bradford, Birmingham, Ala.; Supt. J. W. Letson, 
Jasper, Ala. 

As already stated, the Governor, Charles Henderson, as ex- 
officio chairman, and the State Superintendent of Education, 
Dr. Spright Dowell, as ex-officio secretary, were members of the 
commission. 

All of the publishers who were furnishing books under con¬ 
tract with the State of Alabama in 1918 renewed their contracts 
for a period of five years, with the exception of Ginn & Com¬ 
pany, who furnished the adopted geographies, and the Charles E. 
Merrill Company, who furnished the spelling books. It was un¬ 
derstood, however, that at the end of the second year—that is, in 
1920—the State would enter upon a regular adoption of all books 
for use in the public schools of the State. 
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ANNUAL REPORT, 1924 


Since the two companies above named failed to renew their 
contracts to furnish books at the same price they had supplied 
them under previous adoption, the commission advertised and 
sought bids for furnishing these books. As a result of the work 
of the commission, new books were selected in geography and 
spelling. 

The new School Code, already referred to, provided for some 
rather decided changes in the method of selecting textbooks, and 
when the matter came before the State Board of Education at its 
session in 1920 it decided to continue the use of the books through¬ 
out the five-year period for which they had been adopted in 1918. 
This action of the board was protested by many of the companies. 
All, however, complied with the terms of their contracts as in¬ 
terpreted by the State Board of Education and the Attorney 
General, with the exception of Silver-Burdett & Company, which 
was under contract to furnish the basal readers for the first three 
grades. A suit was brought by the State against this company 
for its failure to comply with its contractual obligations. The 
suit was finally settled by a compromise, the company paying to 
the State Board of Education $3,000.00. 

To meet this situation, the State Board of Education in 1921 
authorized the appointment of a textbook committee, but limited 
its duties to the selection of readers for the three primary grades. 
Upon recommendation of the superintendent, a committee of 
three members was selected to perform this work as follows: 
Mr. R. V. Allgood, Birmingham, Ala.; Supt. J. Alex Moore, 
Jasper, Ala.; Miss Clutie Bloodworth, Elba, Ala. 

The committee organized by selecting Miss Bloodworth as 
chairman, with the State superintendent as ex-officio secretary 
of the committee. This committee selected reading texts for use 
in the primary grades of the public schools of the State, and the 
State Board of Education entered into contracts with the pub¬ 
lishers for the unexpired portion of the five-year period which 
began in 1918. 

In view of the fact that contracts for all textbooks expired 
in 1923, the State Board of Education authorized the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee and upon recommendation of the superin¬ 
tendent the following members were appointed: Supt. S. R. 
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Butler, Huntsville, Ala.; Miss Cora Pearson, Montgomery, Ala.; 
Miss Lula Almon, Moulton, Ala.; Mr. J. A. Parish, Auburn, 
Ala.; Mr. C. R. West, New Castle, Ala.; Supt. J. M. Burnett, 
Tuscaloosa, Ala.; Mr. Frank L. Grove, Mobile, Ala. 

The publishers were notified through advertisements and 
sealed bids were received from the various publishers who pro¬ 
posed to furnish textbooks for use in the public schools of the 
State. The State Board of Education instructed the commission 
to make only such changes as were absolutely essential to the 
welfare of the schools. After canvassing the various offerings 
of the publishers, the commission, in joint session with the State 
Board of Education, finally came to the conclusion that it would 
be best to continue the use of the textbooks already in the hands 
of the children for another year, and that the contracts with the 
various publishers be extended to cover this additional one-year 
period. This was done, but in many instances the prices of the 
textbooks were materially advanced; in some cases more than 
double the price of the books which had originally been fixed in 
contracts made in 1913 and extended for another five-year period 
in 1918. 

The one exception to the extension of contracts was in the 
subject of physiology, which texts had been furnished by the 
American Book Company. The Board of Education discontinued 
the use of these books and adopted new texts in this subject, 
published by the Bobbs-Merrill Company, of Indianapolis, Ind. 

The action of the State Board of Education in the matter of 
textbook adoption in 1923 simply postponed for one year the 
general adoption. It was, therefore, necessary early in the year 
1924 to appoint a committee to make a study of the needs of the 
schools with reference to textbooks. The Board of Education, at 
its meeting in March, 1924, upon recommendation of the State 
Superintendent of Education, appointed the following persons as 
members of the textbook committee to select books for use in the 
public schools of the State: Assistant County Supt. E. B. Erwin, 
Birmingham, Ala.; Mrs. R. L. Faucett, County Superintendent, 
Prattville, Ala.; Supt. T. W. Smith, Tuscaloosa, Ala.; Supt. D. 
R. Murphey, Anniston, Ala.; Miss Rosa Strickland, Birming- 
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ham, Ala.; Mr. J. E. Henley, Florala, Ala.; Mr. T. H. Napier, 
Livingston, Ala. 

The committee organized by electing Mr. Erwin as chairman. 
After a most strenuous period of study extending over 90 days, 
the committee met with the State Board of Education and made 
its report. This report contained the lists of textbooks selected 
and adopted for use in the public schools of the State for the 
ensuing five-year period. After considering at length the report 
of the committee, the State Board of Education ratified and con¬ 
firmed the selections and adoptions and authorized the State 
superintendent to enter into contracts for the furnishing of these 
textbooks for use in the public schools of the State. This adop¬ 
tion covered the requirements for all books used in the elementary 
schools of the State and all high schools, except in cities and 
towns of 2,000 or more inhabitants. 

The committee was mindful of the injunction of the State 
Board of Education to make no changes except those that ap¬ 
peared to be absolutely essential. It gave to the teachers of Ala¬ 
bama a set of textbooks which are in harmony with the present- 
day objectives in education and which are also in accord with the 
courses of study followed in the public schools of the State. 

To all members of the committee who have served for nominal 
pay the State owes a debt of gratitude for their breadth of vision 
in the selection of books which, in a large measure, determine 
the character of education offered under present conditions in 
our public schools. 

The State is peculiarly fortunate in having had‘very few 
misunderstandings and embarrassments in regard to contracts 
with the various publishers of school textbooks. In practically 
every instance there has been the most cordial co-operation in 
the efforts to have a full supply of all adopted books on hand 
and properly distributed so as to make them easily accessible at 
the opening of school to all the children throughout the State. 

The cost of textbooks, however, has materially increased. 
On account of this, the State Board of Education postponed 
adoption as long as it was possible to do so, even though many 
of the textbooks were ill suited for the work in the schools. It

may be noted, however, that the increase in the cost of textbooks 
has not been as great as the increase in many other lines. 

The books adopted for use have given uniform satisfaction 
throughout the State. While there has been some complaint 
about the increased cost, practically no questions have been raised 
about the character and quality of the books. It is believed, 
therefore, that the present books furnish the basis for a much im¬ 
proved type of instruction in the public schools of the State. 
The teachers are finding better organization of materials and 
more modern treatment in both content and methods of pre¬ 
sentation. 
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STATISTICS OF COUNTIES, CITIES, ETC. 


R—IHE detailed educational statistics which follow this intro- 
duction have been compiled from annual reports made to 
the State Department of Education by superintendents 
and principals of the separate school units of the State. Two 
main causes mitigate against the absolute accuracy of these sta¬ 
tistics. 


First, the fact that the reporting year is the fiscal year closing 
September 30, rather than the school year closing June 30. The 
superintendents and principals who make annual reports to the 
State Department of Education are less busy during June and 
July than during September and October; and many of them, 
especially in the smaller cities and in the towns, are connected with 
one school system in June and with another one in September. 
Second, the fact that a considerable amount of money raised and 
spent by local organizations is not handled by treasurers of public 
school funds and does not appear in the reported receipts and 
payments. These receipts and payments are therefore somewhat 
smaller than the amounts actually spent on public school education 
during the school year. 


Statistical Terms and Definitions 


A superintendent is an employe whose duties are mainly in 
connection with the general control or administration of the school 
system. 

A supervisor is an employee half or more than half of whose 
time is devoted to the supervision of instruction. 

A supervising principal is an employe who devotes half or 
more than half of his time to administration and supervision of 
instruction in the school over which he has charge. 

A teacher is an employe who devotes half or more than half 
of his time to classroom instruction. An elementary school teacher 
is a teacher who devotes half or more than half of his teaching 
time to instruction in grades 1 to 7. A high school teacher is a 
teacher who devotes half or more than half of his teaching time 
tQ instruction in grades 8 to 12. 

Persons employed as teachers includes all regular, special, 
substitute, and part-time teachers who were employed for any part 
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of the year. Persons who give some of their time to the duties 
of a supervisor or a principal but who devote the major portion 
of their time to classroom instruction are included here. 

Teaching positions is the number of persons that would be 
required to fill all teaching positions in a school or school system 
at one and the same time. That is, the number of teachers neces¬ 
sary to fill all teaching positions if none were to resign or leave 
during the year. For instance, if two persons were employed at 
different times to teach the same one-teacher school during the 
same term, only one teaching position would be reported. Posi¬ 
tions of superintendents, supervisors, and principals are not in¬ 
cluded unless the occupants of such positions devoted half or more 
than half their time to classroom instruction. The main use for 
this item is in computing average salaries paid to teachers. 

Pupils enrolled means the number of different pupils who 
have attended school at some time during the school year, not 
having previously attended in any other school system during the 
same school year. 

Aggregate attendance is the sum obtained by adding together 
the number of days attended by individual pupils. 

Average daily attendance is obtained for the State by adding 
together the average daily attendances reported for the several 
subdivisions. In the individual school, average daily attendance 
is obtained by dividing the aggregate attendance by the length of 
term in days. 

Length of term in days is the net average number of days on 
which children were in the class room and receiving instruction. 
For instance, although the scholastic month is a month of four 
weeks of five school days each, the school term commonly desig¬ 
nated as a nine-month term is seldom a term of 180 days. This 
is due to the fact that the average teacher received pay for five 
days out of the school year on which schools are closed because 
of holidays, inclement weather, sickness, teachers’ institutes, or 
attendance on the annual meetings of the Alabama Education 
Association or the Alabama Teachers’ Association. A term which 
in years prior to 1920-21 would have been reported as a term of 
180 days has been reported since that year as a term of 175 days. 
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Number of schools means the total number of public kinder¬ 
gartens, elementary schools, and high schools. For instance, a 
kindergarten, an elementary school, and a high school housed in 
the same building would be counted as three schools. 

Number of buildings means the total number of buildings, 
exclusive of temporary or portable structures, which were used 
for school purposes. 

Revenue receipts include all items which may be considered 
as actual income for the year, such as appropriations, taxes, gifts, 
fees, etc. They do not incur indebtedness or decrease the amount 
and value of school property. 

Non-revenue receipts include all items derived from revenue 
of previous years or anticipation of revenues of future years, such 
as loans, sales of property, insurance adjustments, etc. All non¬ 
revenue receipts either incur indebtedness or decrease the amount 
and value of school property. 

Transfers include all payments for the tuition or transporta¬ 
tion of children residing in one school unit or district but at¬ 
tending school in another. They increase or decrease the available 
school funds for the separate school systems within the State but 
do not increase or decrease the total for the state as a whole. 

Salaries reported include also expenses, where expenses are 
allowed. 

Grand totals of payments for white and for colored schools 
were computed as follows: 

All payments except those for general control and those for 
debt service are reported separately for the two races. Debt 
service for colored schools was reported by so few of the school 
units of the state and was such a small amount that it has been 
included with white schools. General control was charged to the 
schools of the respective races in the proportion which the pay¬ 
ments for teachers’ salaries bore to each other. For instance, 
in Autauga County the payments for white teachers’ salaries were 
79.8% and the payments for colored teachers’ salaries were 20.2% 
of the total payments for all teachers’ salaries. The amount paid 
in this county for general control was $2,614. Accordingly $2,086, 
which is 79.8% of $2,614, has therefore been charged to white 
schools and $528, which is 20.2% of $2,614, has been charged 
to colored schools.
